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WEEKLY REVIEW 


Acreages Will Be Short—Some Have Sold Up on Futures as 
Good Prices—Wisconsin Late With 
Pea Acreage. 


That bad business conditions are more psychological than 
real, readily becomes evident where a group of canners are 
gathered together. Men have heard others say business is bad 
so often that they have become convinced that theirs must 
be bad, too, though when they think about it they realize that 
it is not so. Trading has not been as active and snappy as 
during the war, when buyers took anything that was offered, 
like hungry fish, and because it is not, they decide business is 
bad. The trouble comes from the fact that all business is 
using the extremely high-water mark of war times as normal, 
and gauging agaist that, and thereby lies the mistake, Go 
ask a jobber how his March business compared with last March 
(1918), and some, if not all, will show you this year’s actually 
exceeded that of March a year ago. There is a surprise await- 
ing you on this—go get it.

Fewest Failures in 26 Years. 
(From the New York World.) 


Business mortalities for March, by returns made 
to Bradstreet’s show the smallest month’s total & ’ 
which there is any record since monthly returns were 
first compiled more than 26 years ago, and the total 
for the first quarter is the smallest since Bradstreet’s 
began the compilation of quarterly statistics, about 
38 years ago. Only 481 failures were recorded in 
March, as against 492, the previous low record month- 
ly total in a quarter century, reported in February. 


The number of failures in a 31-day month like March, in 
normal business times, would have been from two to three 
thousand! Is business bad? Not at all. Business never be- 
fore was in so strong a condition and the nightmare will soon 
pass. 

Here af the Chicago Convention some canners say they 
have not sold a case of futures, but always because they are 
uncertain as to costs, due to acreage discord on the part of 


growers. And spots,are moving slowly. 
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But there are a great many canners who have sold up to 
their limit on futures—and at good prices. One large Illinois 
corn canner, yes, four of them, we recall, sold up to their limit 
at from $1.20 to $1.55 for standards up to fancy packs. The 
impression is quite general that acreage will be very much 
smaller than last year, because most of the land is in wheat. 
A trip from the East to Chicago is almost entirely through 
wheat fields—and all looking fine. What fields are not in 
wheat are now being prepared for wheat, spring wheat seed- 
ing. Ohio is in the same short acreage condition, and prices 
high for what’can be gotten.. Eastern packers are not sold up 
to the same extent as the Western. One Western canner 
actually complained that he had sold lower than he might have, 
although the price is fair and was therefore sorry he had 
closed up on futures. 

Wisconsin is in a bad way with the pea seeding, as bad 
weather has set it far back. There are but few acres put in 
so far, and all canners expect a short pack. Bugs in greater 
abundance than ever can be looked for on account of the very 
mild winter. And in some sections the 17-year-locusts are ex- 
pected to make trouble. Some canners are going to operate 
but one or two factories this coming season instead of a half 
dozen or so, as last season. And yet there are canners who 
fear a bad over-pack this season, with consequent loss-profit 
prices. But it is quite generally admitted that few will drop 
out entirely, and all will do some canning. 

These Central Western canners are not paying over $15.00 
per ton for tomatoes, and where the growers want more, the 
canners are closing up their factory. There is still time for 
much of the acreage to go in, and no doubt much of it will. 

The jobbers are commencing to see the mistake they made 
in losing their courage, and are fast recovering. They are buy- 
ing futures much better and will soon take up the spots that 
are left. Demand and consumption are both increasing, es- 
pecially in tomatoes, as the chain stores are making leaders of 
15c¢ tomatoes, and the consumers are welcoming the oppor- 
tunity. In self-protection other grocers are following, and the 
practice will soon be general. This is a rambling review of 
the conditions as they exist among the canners, but there is 
nothing discouraging about it. On the contrary, the outlook 
is very bright, and already all lines are beginning to predict 
very good business in the near future. The hotels are over- 
crowded with the rush of salesmen, and they must be finding 
orders or their houses would not keep them out. Railroad 
trains are jammed with travelers and there are no idle mills to 
be seen along the lines. Labor is getting back to work, and 
that situation is improving. The country is about over its 
resting spell and business will soon be booming again—and the 
canners will receive their full share, and find when the year 
ends, that it has not been a bad one by any means. Profits 
will not be as large as during the war, but there will be profits.

“CROP INSURANCE” HEARING 


Corporations’ Date for Filing Income Tax Report Extended to 
June 15th—Individuals and Partners Must Apply 
for Extension at Once. 


NATIONAL CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION, 


Washington, D. C., April 19, 1919. 
To All Canners: 

Date of Hearing—The “Advisory Tax Board” of the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue has fixed Monday, May 12, 1919, for a hearing 
on the question whether or not in the income and excess profits 
return of the canner for 1918 there may appropriately be included 
a deduction for “crop insurance.” In view of the date of that hear- 
ing, canners may appropriately withhold the filing of their returns 
until June 15, 1919. 

Corporations—Under date of April 14, 1919, the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue issued a circular to collectors of internal 
revenue containing the following paragraphs: 
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“In the case of corporations which filed Form 1931-T on or 
before March 15, a further extension, where needed, to June 15, 
1919, in which to file complete returns on Form 1120 is hereby 
granted, but all such corporations will be required to pay on or 
before June 15 a sum sufficient, with the amount paid on March 15, 
to equal one-half the tax due as shown by the return on Form 
1120, together with interest at the rate of one-half of one per cent 
per month on any deficiency in the first installment. 


“It is not deemed necessary to grant an extension of time 
beyond the 45 days originally granted for the completion of per- 
sonal returns, except on special request therefor for sufficient rea- 
sons given, but the above ruling as to interest on deficient install- 
ments applies to them.” 

The extension of time for filing complete returns granted to 
corporations by the action of the Commissioner is in effect with- 
out special request of the corporation upon the conditions named., 

Individuals and Partnerships—In the case of persons, how- 
ever, it will be observed that no extension of time is deemed neces- 
sary “except on Special request therefor for sufficient reasons 
given.” Those canners who are operating as individuals or part- 
nerships should, therefore, make an immediate request to the 
collectors of internal revenue for their respective districts, asking 
extensions of time to June 15, 1919, for the filing of their com- 
plete returns, upon the ground that there is pending before the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue the question of allowance of a rea- 
sonable fund for crop insurance as a proper deduction from net 
income.

The fellow jobber who can read this and continue to hold 
off on his future buying must be willing to fly in the face of fate. 


To Our Salesmen : 


We are mailing you our list of prices on future canned foods. 

The list.is not complete, for as yet the packers have not named 
prices on many items, and on some other items the future market 
has not really settled into a firm condition. 

We are aware of the fact that the general feeling is tabt 
lower prices must prevail on canned foods. 

This feeling is the most natural one that could be expected, 
for the natural reasoning is—the war is over and there is no 
longer a necessity of high cost. 

The writer shared in this feeling until confronted with mat- 
ters that made a careful study of general conditions imperative. 

The fact is, canned foods cannot be produced at any less 
cost this season than last, and some items not as cheaply. 

The two most important elements of cost are labor and raw 
material. 


You and your customers all know the attitude of labor as well 
as we, and when the canner says he cannot employ his labor «uy 
cheaper this year than last, you can judge of the truth of the 
statement as well as we. 

As to the raw material, you and your customers know the 
farmer as well or better than we do. Is he going to come off 
the perch? Well, hardly. 

The farmer has the best reason in the world for insisting 
on high prices for canning factury stuff, if he raises it, and is 
only human when he grows on his acres the products that yield 
him the greatest profit. : 

Wheat at $2.26 per bushel and hogs at $18.00 or so, as well 
as high prices for everything else the farmer has to sell, produces 
an argument that cannot be answered when it comes to his de 
mand of $15.00 to $18.00 per ton for tomatoes and prop rtionate 
prices for other canning crops. 

A canner in the East from whom we have bought Standard 
No. 2 tomatoes each year for a good many years past has been 
trying to sell us this year at $1.15 per dozen. We wrote him 
recently we didn’t have the courage as yet to pay $1.15 for future 
delivery, and called his attention to our purchase from him at 
60c per dozen in 1916, asking him if the goods would really cost 
double to pack in 1919. His reply was this: ~ } 

1916—Cans, $14 per 1,000; boxes, 9% cents each; labor, 15 
cents per hour; tomatoes, $8.50 per ton. 

1919—Cans, $26.75 per 1,000; boxes, 20 cents each; labor, 4 
to 50 cents per hour; tomatoes, $15 to $18 per ton. 

What’s the answer? 

The above example will apply to almost everything in the 
canned foods line.

Market About Where It Has Been for Tomatoes—All Corn 
Neglected But Maine—Buyers of Small Fruits Refuse 
to Place Contracts—Salmon Moving Only in 
Small Lots—Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


New York, April 25, 1919. 


The Situation—In some respects the market is better than 
last week—for example, in a few of the articles for which buyers 
are searching, like some sorts of fruits—but in the main the 
conditions are so similar that it would be quite impossible to add 
much to what has been said heretofore. Buyers are not especially 
interested in anything, and where opening prices as high as those 
made on Michigan fruits are announced they sometimes refuse 
to confirm prices. A great many sales were made subject to 
approval of price, but when the figures were named they said 
they were surprised, and some refused to confirm orders. Others 
did confirm and will take the goods, but it is under protest. Buy- 
ers insist that nothing exists to make prices higher than last year, 
though they admit that perhaps some things should be as high 
as they were. On the other hand, sellers will not allow business 
to be done unless it is at higher figures. They seem to be positive 
that the situation offers no indication of reduction in production 
costs, and they assert that they should have all that the articles 
eost to can with a legitimate profit. Upon this rock of price 
the good ship Sales is stuck hard and fast, and unless the tide of 
consumer buying rises higher than it is now, the situation doesn’t 
promise much change. Spot trading is so small that it doesn’t 
amount to much, and business is generally done in very small 
lots. Holders say that demand is as light as they have ever 
known. Buyers say they are taking all the goods they want. 
Until something occurs to break the deadlock the situation prom- 
ises little, if any, improvement. The prospect is that some change 
will have to be made in either the buyer or seller to start business 
going at all. Holders refuse to make concessions and buyers are 
not ready to pay the cost. There the whole situation rests. 

Tomatoes—Tbe market remains about where it has been 
for the past few weeks. Full standard No. 3s are held at $1.50, 
with some interests selling at $1.45. For No. 2s the price is $1.05, 
with $1.00 accepted in some instances. Not much movement in 
either at these prices, and buyers show little interest. _ Occa- 
sionally a few No. 3s are sold, but the number amounts to noth- 
ing, relatively. No. 10s are sold steady at $5.50, but movement 
is restricted to very small quantities. California No. 2\%4s are held 
at $1.50, with almost nothing done, while No. 10s are the same as 
last week, $5.50, with as low as $5.00 accepted in a few instances. 
The situation offers no indication of a change. What the acreage 
will be and whether buyers will shortly take hold is a question 
which cannot be decided now. But it looks difficult at the mo- 
ment, and canners are not quite certain as to what they will be 
able to get. It causes a good deal of speculation in the trade, 
but beyond that it is impossible to go. The firmness of the market 
at the moment is the only reassuring feature connected with it. 

Corn-—Maine corn is the only variety that is selling. All 
others are neglected, but whether that is because canners are not 
yet out with anything approaching a set of opening prices which 
can be depended upon, or whether there is a hesitancy upon the 
part of buyers, is a question to be determined. Perhaps the prin- 
cipal thing to be noted and remembered is that sales are slow and 
business is limited to the actual requirements of buyers. Move- 
ment into consumption is slow, the high price reducing business 
in retail stores. Few retailers are in position to change the situa- 
tion very much. And sellers refuse to quote lower prices. ‘The 


result is a reduction in movement ip all departments, and few 
are in position to make it different, 
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Peas—One Wisconsin canner made new opening prices 
during the week, quoting No. 2 sieve extra sifted early June fancy 
at $1.85 for both Alaska and sweets. No. 2 extra standards are 
$1.65a1.70. Standards $1.50a1.55. No. 3 sifted Alaskas, fancy, 
$1.60. Extra standards, $1.45. Standards, $1.30. Sweets are 
quoted at $1.70, $1.55 and $1.35 for same succession of grades, 
No. 5 ungraded Alaska, $1.12%. No. 5 sweets, extra standard, 
$1.121%4. Some business was reported booked at these prices, but 
the situation is still somewhat uncertain, and few buyers show 
much indication of taking hold. Movement into consumption is 
light, with few buyers able to dispose of any considerable stocks 
to retailers. Prices are so high that consumers show little in- 
terest and movement seems to be limited to requirements. 


Fruits—The market is in a position where it is quite diffi- 
cult. to determine what shall be done. Holders are not anxious 


‘to dispose of their goods unless at high prices, while buyers are 


equally uncertain.. Movement is limited to requirements, except- 
ing in the case of exporters, and with them price doesn’t appear 


to count. As long as this situation remains the fruit market will 
be about as it is. Retailers in this country say their customers 
refuse to pay the price, and movement is, therefore, considerably 
restricted. Perhaps it is well that it is. If demand was heavy 
it would be impossible to supply it since stocks are so low. All 
opening prices made thus far are higher than last year. 


Apples—While movement is not especially strong the 
searcity of desirable fruits has caused holders to demand more 
money, and prices have been moved up on each grade of No. 10s. 
It is impossible to get anything now less than $5.00. Holders 
are not particular about selling at that figure. 


Peaches—The market has not changed perceptibly and 
holders say that the quality available is so small that it doesn't 
make much difference what the price is. Few buyers are inter- 
ested, excepting exporters, and they are not finding the condi- 
tions wholly to their liking. Until something is done to change 
the situation business will have to lag. 


Small Fruits—The announcement of opening prices by cer- 
tain New York packers has caused buyers to refuse to con- 
firm orders. It would appear that they placed rather liberal 
orders for some of the goods subject to approval of price when 
made, but the announcement of opening quotations caused them 
to refuse to place the contracts. The prices are too high and 
they feel that it will be useless to attempt to sell to retailers, 
and they to consumers. Such food products will be used in 
very limited quantities as long as the market is in the situation 
it is now. 


Salmon—Brokers say that nothing is doing with ordinary 
grade of salmon and the better grades are moving only in small 
lots. Prices are quoted down a shade as compared with pre- 
vious days and the market seems to be hesitating about wheth- 
er to go forward or back. Movement to Europe is light and 


‘geems to be decreasing, while distribution in this country is 


slow and buyers show little interest. What the future will 


bring either in the way of prices or in business it is almost 
impossible to say. Until the situation has time to clarify the 
market is not likely to change much. Instead it would ap- 
pear likely that it will remain dull and uninteresting. High 
prices are cutting consumption, consumers refusing to make 
purchases with prices as high as they are now and as they have 
been for some months. The coming pack doesn’t attract much 
attention as yet. 


Sardines—One Maine packer has opened his establishment, 
but others have not and it is extremely doubtful when they 
will open them. Some say not until much later than ordi- 
narily. Fishermen are asking $20.00 a hogshead for the raw 
fish. They say that the cost of fishing is so much higher than 
ever before that this price is necessary. Canners are not at 
cepting the figure with any disposition to be pleased, but they 
feel as though they may have to pay if they can get fish at 
no lower rates. The sardine situation is not altogether satis

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factory from anyone’s standpoint, much less the canners’. Un- 
til the conditions clear it will be impossible to do anything dif- 
ferent. 


PICKED UP IN PASSING. 


Theodore F. Whitmarsh, of Francis H. Leggett & Co., has 
sailed for Europe to confer with Herbert Hoover upon the food 
situation. Mr. Whitmash is still in charge here, and apparently 


his presence is needed in Europe to give information required | 


in distribution there. While all persons recognize the ability of 
Mr. Hoover, those who know Mr. Whitmash will understand 
that he has been of invaluable assistance to his chief. Few men 
in America understand the food situation better than Mr. Whit- 
marsh. His services to the Government are beyond estimation. 

J. F. Butts, buyer of canned foods for Morris & Co., has 
been appointed a member of the publicity committee of the 
Western Canners’ Association. Those who know him are dis- 
posed to congratulate the organization on securing such an 
able man to assist in handling this department of the Associa- 
tion work. 


New York canners are reported to have sold sour pitted 
cherries in the Chicago market at $1.25 cannery. The total 
amount sold is not large, but it is sufficient to indicate what 
prices may be. Buyers are not anxious to operate and canners 
are far from feeling as though they wanted to do business even 
at high prices. The possibility of crop failure and various other 
factors entering into the situation have developed a degree of 
caution upon the part of both buyers and sellers which is re- 
tarding business seriously. 

Opening prices on some Michigan fruits are reported named 
at about 10 per cent more than last year. Prices have not been 
given in detail. Many buyers, looking for lower prices this 
year, are clearly disappointed by the change which canners have 
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brought about. Higher prices for some varieties of fruits in all 
localities are inevitable, say canners. 

A strong demand for various sorts of spot fruits is reported, 
but the quantity available is so small that it doesn’t amount to 
very much. It is impossible to secure any quantity worth while 
anywhere. Instead buyers must pick up their orders here and 
there as they can get hold ‘of the stock. It is not unusual to buy 
from retailers. 


Chain stores are reported refusing to place orders for small 
fruits. Prices are so high that they say it is quite impossible 
to sell at the figures demanded. Consumers who patronize such 
stores are not taking anything they are able to get along with- 
out. They feel that they cannot afford some of those things 
which were common with them before the war, and some of 
these fruits are included among the articles which are not 
bought. 


A few sales of Southern Maine corn for future delivery 


‘reported on the basis of $1.15a1.20 f o. b. factory. Not many 


are offering corn for future delivery, and when they do few are 
ready to make contracts. Caution seems to control the situa- 
tion, as well as it does in some other commodities. The situa- 
tion doesn’t improve in this respect. The market is too quiet to 
be a real market for either futures or spot goods. It is a diffi- 
cult thing at the moment to find anyone who is really inter- 
ested in corn to the extent that he will make important con- 
tracts. 

One Maine sardine factory, the one at Robinson, is reported 
opened, but according to numerous communications the bulk of 
them are still closed. It is quite impossible to say when they 
will open, if they do at all. Buyers are cautious and because of 
high production costs canners are not anxious to beg'n opera- 
tions, more especially when they realize that they must charge

Much Rain in Vicinity of Chicago—No Business in Canned 
Tomatoes—Indiana and Illinois Canned Corn Well 
Sold Up—Small Demand for Peas— 
News Items. 


Reported by Telegram 


Chicago, April 25, 1919. 

The Weather—We are having a lot of rain in this vicinity, 
and planting of early vegetables is being delayed, as well as 
the preparation for field crops. 

Canned Tomatoes—-No business is being transacted either 
for spot or future delivery. Buyers seem to have tabooed this 
article and brokers appear to have turned their attention to 
other products. Speculators have always had a sorry experi- 
ence with canned tomatoes, and speculative wholesale grocers 
seem to be gun-shy of canned tomatoes. Another reason for 
the indifference is that all the fighting that is done in a com- 
petitive way in canned foods is done with canned tomatoes, and 
vast quantities of them are handled by wholesalers without a 
profit, and another consideration for indiference is that nearly 
all the Eastern canners have quit packing fine or fancy quality 
of tomatoes and are putting their entire output into standard 
quality, which grade may be profitable to canners, but is un- 
profitable to wholesalers for they make a fair profit only on the 
extra standard and fancy quality of canned tomatoes, 

This policy on the part of Eastern canners is diverting the 
trade for fancy canned tomatoes to California, as their solid 
packed No. 2% canned tomatoes are fancy, color, contents and 
flavor, and if they were packed in No. 3 cans, to comply with 
the Eastern preference for that size can, the solid packed 
California tomato would supersede the Eastern packed fancy 
tomato as surely and as rapidly as Hawaiian pineapple has 
superseded Baltimore packed pineaple. 

This is a prediction: If Eastern tomato packers do not get 
back into the quality game and quit refusing fancy and extra 
standard orders, they will lose the high grade tomato business 
to the Pacific Coast, as they have lost the fruit business. It is 
already the case that the No. 10 solid pack California tomatoes 


are given the preference at equal prices over Eastern packed 
goods. 


Canned Corn—lIndiana and Illinois are well sold up on 
canned corn and Iowa canners are holding strong at $1.20 for 
standards, $1.27% for extra stadnards, and $1.35 for fancy 
corn, future delivery 1919 pack. It is reported that these 
prices can be shaded five cents per dozen with some few can- 
neries, but if so the conditions of sale are kept secret. 

There is a good active inquiry for futures in canned corn, 
but very little demand for spot canned corn. I heard of a sale 


of spot corn f. o. b. warehouse Chicago this week, a small lot, 
$1.25 per dozen. 


Canned Peas—The demand or inquiry for spot peas is of 
very small proportion and quite limited. Future peas seem to 
attract but little interest and are without active inquiry. -

Hoyt Company, Chicago, will make a brief welcoming address 
to the Western Canners’ Association Thursday at the opening 
session. His name does not appear on the program, but he 
will appear and is one of the finest men we have amoug the 
wholesale grocers of Chicago and an able merchant. 

Mr. George Wolffe, of the Sunical Packing Company, Or- 
ville, Cal., visited Chicago this week. He is 6% feet tall and 
his ability is equal to his inches, as he is a thorough business 
man. 

The sessions of the Western Canners’ Association Conven- 
tion are being held here this week and are going to be interest-

Buyers Commencing to Concentrate Their Attention on Futures 
—Total Absence of Frost This Season—Navy De- 
partment Calling for Bids on Surplus 
Holdings—-Tomato Market 
Very Weak. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


San Francisco, April 24, 1919. 

With stocks of spot fruits closely cleaned up, buyers are 
commencing to concentrate their attention on futures, and a 
heavy volume of business is being booked subject to opening prices. 
That these in general will be fully as high as last year is the 
yrevailing impression, and on some varieties higher prices will no 
doubt prevail. Dried fruit buyers are in the market for stocks at 
the highest prices ever offered by them, future peaches being 
purchased at from 12 to 14 cents a pound, with apricots bringing 
18 cents and higher Prunes, formerly considered high at 5 and 6 
cents, are selling on a 11-cent basis. The prices offered for dried 
fruits have a very direct bearing on canning fruit values, and 
strong competition between the two interests is assured. The out- 
look for deciduous fruits is excellent, there having been almost 
a total absence of frost this season, with an abundance of mois- 
ture. Apricots form about the only exception to this rule, the 
erop in the San Francisco Bay district, which produces the choice 
fruit, having been damaged by wet weather. In the southern 
part of the State the yield promises to be very heavy, however, 
but the output there does not run to fancy grades. 

The announcement made recently to the effect that the Gov- 
ernment would hold its stocks of canned foods instead of dump- 
ing them on the market, is apparently not to be taken to mean 
an absolute policy, since the Navy Department is now calling 
upon the trade to bid on surplus holdings at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard. The lots offered include 61,000 dozen No. 2 standard 
peas, 33,000 dozen No. 2 extra standard corn, 3,601 dozen solid 
pack spinach, 1,518 dozen No. 10 pumpkin, 8,333 dozen No. 10 
eatsup, 5,730 dozen No. 10 jam and 920 dozen No. 10 sauerkraut. 


The tomato market is in a weak condition, with spot stocks 
moving slowly at the prices named a few weeks ago for futures. 
Packers declare that values are now as low as they can possibly 
be, with No. 2% standards quoted at $1.10, but the retail trade 
is not anxious to stock up, even at this low figure. Some business 
is being done along the line of futures, but packers have not named 


prices on solid pack, and buyers are holding back many orders 
until these are announced. 


The outlook for a light pack of apricots has caused quite 
a little flurry in the spot market, and buyers have about cleaned 
up everything in sight. A lot of pie apricots in No. 10 cans 
recently sold at $7.25, a record price for the season. . 

Governor William D. Stephens has signed the “Imitation 
Milk” bill recently passed by the State Legislature, and this will 
become a law about the midile of July. This measure defines 
imitation milk, provides for the payment of a license fee by all 
who manufacture or distribute it, and compels the canned product 
to be properly labeled. The manufacturers of this product declare 
that the law is unconstitutional and announce an intention of 
bringing suit to test it. 

The packing of spinach is under way in full blast and the 
output will be larger than ever before, due to an increased acre- 
age and the entry of many new concerns into the field. The pre- 
yailing prices are: No. 2. $1.30; No, 2%, $1.60, and No. 10, $5.00.

The members of the Canners’ League of California having 
registered their disapproval of the plan for State inspection of 
tomato canneries, are now considering the advisability of install- 
ing an inspection and standardization system of their own. A 
committee has been appointed to investigate this matter. 

Salmon packers are sailing almost daily from San Francisco 
for the Alaskan fisheries and are taking up material that will 
insure a large pack in case the fish run in the usual numbers. 
During 1918 135 canneries were operated in the territory, employ- 
ing 26,502 men, the investment being $63,901,397. The pack totaled 
6,605,835 cases, according to figures compiled by the Bureau of 


Fisheries. The pack of coho, chum and humpback salmon showed 
a large increase. 


Through the efforts of the Canners’ League of California 
reduced rates have been secured on many of the railroads and 
short traction lines operating in Northern California on empty 
lug boxes returned from the canneries to the growing districts. 


An attempt is being made to get the Government controlled roads 
to make reductions.

The Camarillo Cannery Company is preparing to erect a plant 
at Camarillo, Cal. Parties interested in the project are: Guy 


Lewis and P. R. Ruth, of Camarillo; H. A. Armes, Alhambra, 
and W. A. Brown, Santa Paula. 


J. W. Coleman is interested in the plan to establish a caD- 


nery at Ripon, Cal., and will be general manager of the plant 
when completed. 


The California Packing Corporation is erecting a pickle works 
in connection with its cannery at San Lorenzo, Cal., the first 
buildings to be used as a salting plant.

WISCONSIN PEA OUTLOOK NOT BRIGHT. 


A circular letter of the Staub-Richardson Company, of Wau- 
kesha, Wis., dated April 18, 1919, says: 


It seems to be the opinion of the trade that prices on canned 
peas are going to be considerably less after the pack than they 
are at present. In this connection would say we cannot fully 
agree with them for the following reasons: 


Wisconsin packers as well as other packers arrange their 
planting season on a schedule which covers generally 40 to 45 days. 
Up to date we are very safe in saying that there are not more 
than 100 acres of peas planted in the State of Wisconsin, and 
these few acres are planted by one or two packers in the southern 
part of the State. Excepting Sunday, April 13, we have had rain 
practically every day for the past two weeks, and there is every 
indication from weather reports that the rain will continue through 
tomorrow. The soil is wet and cold and in some places water is 
standing on the land. It will take at least a week of good, warm 
weather before the teams are able to get on the land and plant- 
ing resumed. It will be necessary, therefore, for the packers to 
shorten up their schedule and get all their peas in the ground 
within 30 days. Peas planted after the 25th day of May are prac- 
tically lost, and packers are extremely lucky if they get their 
seed back on these late plantings. The result will be that the 
seed will go into the ground over a very short period of time, not 
contemplating any bad weather during the month of May, and it 
has been our experience heretofore that the hot weather the early 
part of July will bunch the growing crops and large quantities of 
peas that should go into the can will be lost and will go to seed; 
therefore, in view of the above facts, we have every reason to 


believe that the pack is going to be short and higher prices will 
prevail after the pack. 


The spot situation has strengthened considerably within the 
past two weeks, and, in fact, today, with a list of practically all 
the spot peas in the State of Wisconsin, we are finding it diffi- 
cult to find the grades required by the buyers. There are very 
few straight cars of any grades in first hands today, and the few 
that we do find are made up of inferior quality of the larger 
siftings. 

Future orders have been coming in very freely the past two 
or three weeks, and we find that some packers are sold up on the 
better grades, and in some instances prices are absolutely with- 
drawn and those that are not sold out are selling on their original 
list. We can book future business with some of our good packers 
who are holding out to take care of their old trade, and if you 
have any specifications ready or have not bought, we would thank 
you to let us have them at once by wire, and we will try and 
book your order. This is not a calamity howl, but is a state. 
ment of the true facts. If you expect to be protected, take our 
advice and buy now.

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SEATTLE MARKET 


Speculation Now Active as to Probable Size of the Salmon Pack 
—Costs Have Not Declined so Far—New Cannery at 
Roseburg, Oregon, to Be Erected. 

Notes of Interest. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


Seattle, April 24, 1919. 

Salmon—Speculation is now active as to the probable size 
of the 1919 salmon pack. One thing is pretty definitely as- 
sured. The Puget Sound pack will be a negligible factor and 
the great bulk of the supply will come from Alaska. Alaska 
packers are preparing for a big year. No effort will be made 
to curtail the pack, for there is every assurance that a demand 
will prevail for every can of salmon that may be packed, re- 
gardless of grade. A number of new canneries will be in 
operation and several old plants have added new equipment 


Everybody will make an effort to get started as soon as pos- 
sible. 


At the end of the war the packers naturally thought that 
costs would decline, but so far there is nothing on which to 
base any such conclusion. Arrangements have just been con- 
cluded between the packers and fishermen upon which raw fish 
prices will be based during the coming season. Under this 
agreement the packers will have to pay the same price for raw 
fish that they did in 1918, at least in the important Bering Sea 
district, which produces so large a quantity of red salmon. 
Red salmon will cost 7 cents in the Nushagak district and 6% 
cents in other streams. There have been no appreciable drops 
in cost of supplies. In fact, some important commodities are 
said to be costing more than a year ago. On the other hand, 


the trade is calling loudly for reduction in prices, but the 
packers cannot see their line of reasoning. Unless there is a 
radical upset in calculations there will be no cheap salmon 
this season. The packers look for a big export demand to take 
up any falling off in the domestic market and to offset the 
large quantity of canned fish sold to the allied nations during 
the past season. 

The officials of the Port of Seattle are making prepara- 
tions for a large salmon pack. The port expects to be called 
upon to handle at least 5,000,000 cases from Alaska. Not all 
of the Alaska pack is handled here, of course. The pack last 
year in Alaska was 6,600,000 cases. A pack of close to 


— cases this year would not cause any particular sur- 
prise. 


Owing to the poor prospects for salmon fishing on Puget 
Sound this coming season, a number of fishermen are taking 
their vessels to California to engage in Tuna fisheries. No 


less than six outfit have already left the Sound for Southern 
California waters. 


The new salmon cannery of the Union Fishermen’s Fishing 
and Packing Company at Port Angeles, Wash., is now well un- 
der way. A large wharf has been finished and the foundations 
for the cannery building itself have been completed. Contracts 
for the equipment of the cannery have been let. The stock- 


holders of this concern are all practical fishermen and cannery 
men. 


Fruits—The Arlington Canning and Preserving Associa- 
tion has received an order for 200 barrels of cold packed straw- 


berries and for twenty-five barrels of raspberries processed in 
the same manner, 


The Libby, McNeil & Libby cannery at Yakima has com- 
menced operating. The plant is now canning spinach having 


contracted for some 200 acres of this product. The company 
is paying the growers $20 per ton far spinach. 


The cannery has other vegetables contracted this year 
and aims to gradually increase the output of this kind. Con-

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tracts have been signed for 42 acres of table beets and for 
27 acres of beans. Both beets and beans were tried out last 
year with conspicuous success. 

The Allen & Hendrickson Packing Company, of Rainier, 
Ore., has just about completed its new cannery. The main 
building is 175 by 50 feet. This eannery will not only pack 
fruits and vegetables, but will also paek fish. The company ex- 
pects to get operating by May 1st. J. W. Hendrickson, of 
. Portland, is president of this company. A. E, Allen, of Port- 
land, is vice-president and general manager; F. C. Barnes and 
F. S. Barnes, of Seattle, are directors. 

There seems to be but little doubt now that the proposed 
cannery at Roseburg, Oregon, will be erected and operated 
this season. If the company is organized along the lines now 
suggested, the buildings used by the old canning company will 
very likely be utilized this season. After one season’s opera- 
tions it is thought a better idea of just what is needed can 
better be determined. 

The clam cannery three miles south of Abeedeen, owned 
by Stillwell & Mayn Bros., was recently destroyed by fire. 
Inasmuch as it would be impossible to get the plant rebuilt in 
time to operate this season, so no attempt will be made to im- 
mediately rebuild. The firm lost a small quantity of stock. 

The Reedsport, Oregon, cannery has changed hands. Fish- 
ing interests identified with the Umpqua Packing Company are 
said to have obtained the plant.

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WILL THE UNITED STATES HOLD ITS PRESENT 
TRADE IN ARGENTINA? 


(Commercial Attache Robert S. Barrett, Buenos Aires, 
Feb. 3, 1919.) 


The most pertinent question that is in the minds of the 
American manufacturer, banker, exporter, ship operator and 
student of political economy is what proportion of the large 
foreign trade which the United States has gained during the 
war will be held after normal conditions are restored. 

After four years of great prosperity, during which the 
foreign trade of the United States has more than doubled, in- 
creasing from $4,276,000,000 in 1913 to $9,185,000,000 in 
1917, the nation is confronted with the problem of keeping in 
motion the huge industrial machine it has developed in order 
to provide an outlet for excess capital and production, and to 
insure work for the millions of new operatives who have been 
drawn into industrial fields during the war and for the two 


and a half million men who have been included in the National 
Army. 


Continued Increase in American Exports to Argentina 
Expected. 


‘ A study of market conditions and methods in Argentina 
has convinced me that so far as this particular country is con- 
cerned American trade will continue for many years to hold 
its own; and that while perhaps its percentage of the total im- 
ports into Argentina may not be so large as it has been in the 
past four years, during which the competition from European 
countries was greatly affected by the war, the value of its 
exports to Argentina will be larger in the next few years than 
ever before. It can not be expected that the United States 
will continue to supply Argentina with the greater part of its 
imports of cotton and woolen goods, glassware, chinaware, 


drugs, heavy chemicals, cardboard, and certain raw materials

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when normal conditions are restored in Europe, but, on the 
other hand, imports of such goods as iron and steel, lumber, 
.petroleum products, machinery, furniture, boots and shoes, 
cement, automobiles, office supplies, and specialties, in which 
America had a large part before the war and which have 
been reduced by war conditions, will be greatly increased. In 
passing, it may be noted that in 1917 the United States sup- 
plied Argentina with goods value at $133,251,949 United States 
currency, or 36 per cent of the total imports. Its nearest com- 
petitor was the United Kingdom, whose exports to the Argen- 
tine were valued at $80,080,322. There are several funda- 
mental reasons which are responsible for this conclusion: 


The Demands of the Market Have Been Studied. 


- First. American manufacturers and exporters are begin- 
ning to know and to meet the requirements of the Argentine 
buyer. The old system of trying to force goods which con- 
formed to the demands ‘of the market in the United States 
upon the people of this country is passing away and an intelli- 
gent effort is being made to supply the things which meet the 
tastes and desires of the consuming public. Careful studies of 
the market have been made within the past years, not only by 
United States Government agencies, but by individual manufac- 
turers. For instance, it may be noted that the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce has recently completed in- 
vestigations in Argentina of the markets for paper and printing 
machinery, boots, shoes and leather goods, machine tools, agri- 
cultural machinery, hardware, electrical machinery, automo- 
biles, construction materials, wearing apparel, jewelry and 
textiles. Each of these investigations has been made by an 
expert, who has not only supplied manufacturers with an ac- 
curate survey of the local situation, but also with samples and 
prices of goods actually being sold in the Argentine by com- 
peting countries. Other reports have been made on advertis- 
ing and banking and investment opportunities, and if the Amer-

ican commercial attache and the American consul general are 
constantly supplying the latest information regarding the com- 
mercial, industrial and financial development of the country. 


American Branch Banks Established—Agencies to 
Conduct Sales. 


Second. The establishment by two of the most important 
national banks of the United States of branches in the Ar- 
gentine, and the general adoption of trade acceptances, which 
has been made possible by the Federal] Reserve law, has made’ 
the financing of shipmnts to and from the Argentine much 
easier and given the American manufacturer an opportunity to 
grant necessary credits to compete with other countries. Ar- 
gentina, like all other new countries, requires long credits, 
which American manufacturers were previously unable or un- 
willing to grant. With the facilities supplied by the branches 
of the American banks and American commercial agencies to 
secure reliable credit information, and the ability to discount 
the acceptances received from the sale of goods, there is no 
longer any reason why all reasonable demands for credit can 
not be safely extended. 

Third. American concerns are establishing their own 
branch houses or direct agencies in Argentina to conduct their 
sales. Within the last two years progress in this direction has 
been great, but it is expected that when the companies in the 
United States now being organized under the provisions of the 
Webb Law are established in foreign countries a large increase 
in their number will be noted. Among the branch houses al- 
ready established are those dealing in agricultural machinery, 
iron and steel, sewing machines, paper, stationery and print- 
ing machinery, industrial machinery, shoe-manufacturing ma- 
chinery, automobile tires and rubber goods, drugs and cheni- 
cals, textiles, hardware, boots and shoes, leather, coal, lumber, 
kerosene, gasoline and lubricating oils, toilet preparations

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and office supplies. Practically all of these firms carry large 
stocks of goods in their own warehouses. The advantages of 
this method of merchandising are so obvious that further com- 
ment is unnecessary. Still another factor in this connection 
is the large increase in the number of New York commission 
houses which have located branch houses in Buenos Aires in 
recent years, affording more extended facilities for small Amer- 
ican manufacturers to market their produdcts. The establish- 
ment of large American enterprises such as packing houses, 
etc., and the increase in the number of American residents in 
the Argentine, have created a growing demand for American 
goods of all descriptions. 


Argentine Buying Offices in the United States. 


Fgurth. Large Argentine concerns, many of them con- 
trolled by European capital, are locating permanent buyers in 
the United States. Recently the two largest department stores 
of Buenos Aires, both of which are British owned, have estab- 
lished their own buying offices in New York. The most im- 
portant French firm in South America has inaugurated a de- 
partment with offices in New York to specialize in the sale of 
American goods. 

Turning from the optimistic side of the development of 
American trade in the Argentine, it might be well to point out 


a few things which will be necessary if manufacturers in the 


United States are to continue to occupy an nies part in 
this market, 


Importance of Shipping Facilities—Training for the 
Foreign Service. 

First. The United States must be placed on a parity with 
European nations in the matter of shipping and freight rates, 
Before the war sailings from Buenos Aires to and from Euro- 
pean ports were much more frequent than from the United 
States, and rates were much lower. Now that the war is over, 
there is a tendency to revert to old conditions. At this writ- 
ing, for instance, British steamship companies are quoting 3 
pounds 10 shillings per ton on cement from Liverpool to the 
River Plate, while the Shipping Board’s controlled rate from 
New York is $25. Such a handicap is hard to overcome. To 
care for the present and prospective trade between the two 
countries and to provide accommodation so that business men 
can conveniently visit the markets in which they are trading, 
the establishment of regular lines of steamers, both for freight 
and passengers, between the United States and the River Plate 
is most essential. These steamers should fly the American flag, 
should be manned by American sailors and should be operated 
by American companies with American citizens as representa- 
tives in the ports of the southern continent. Whether they

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are controlled or subsidized by the Government is a minor 


' consideration to the shipper. What is desired is plenty of 
vessels and competitive rates. 


Second. Manufacturers in the United States must train 
young men for foreign service and give them sufficient induce- 
ments to live permanently in foreign countries. One of the 
most discouraging features of our overseas trade is the lack 
of competent men to fill important positions abroad. Hardly 
a day passes but that I am called upon to recommend men for 
positions with American concerns in Argentina, and in the ma- 
jority of cases I am unable to find one who will meet the re- 
quirements. A change must be made in American methods of 
compensating employees in the foreign field. Instead of a 
straight salary, which in most cases is inadequate to cover the 


very high cost of living in South American capitals, the Euro- 
pean plan of a living salary plus a percentage of the profits 
should be adopted. By this method employees are given an 
interest in the business, which will encourage them to remain 
permanently abroad. 


Third. Some plan must be adopted by which the foreign 
buyer may be protected against the unreliable or unscrupulous 
commission merchant or manufacturer. Nothing has so harmed 
American trade during the past few years as the action of 
some concerns who have failed to comply with their contracts 
and in some instances defrauded their clients. Argentine bus- 
iness men, who are commencing to do business with the 
United States, are liable to judge all American firms by the 
action of a few irresponsible concerns. Perhaps the licensing 
of firms by the Federal Trade Commission to do an export 
business and the extension of the commission’s jurisdiction 
over their actions would be a remedy for this difficulty. 


Fourth. American capital must be more freely invested 
in South American securities of proven worth, such as federal, 
provincial, and municipal loans; construction of railways; de- 
velopment of land and colonization projects; and the establish- 
ment of industrial enterprises. No single factor has been more 
responsible for the important part that Great Britain has taken 
in supplying Argentina with raw material and manufactured 
products than the very large investment of British capital in 
Argentine railways and industrial enterprises. 
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DEATH OF MRS. MARY A. SEARS 


Mother of W. J. Sears—One of the First Canners in the West, 
An Early Worker for Associations of Canners. 


The whole industry will mourn with the popular Sears boys 
in the loss of their mother, a wonderful woman and one who did 
much to increase the spread of canned foods throughout our coun- 
try. Her life is summed up by a local paper and forms a chapter 
in the canned foods industry 


MARY A. SEARS. 


Mrs. Mary Ann Smith Sears, widow of the late Capt. Charles 
M. Sears, departed this life at 5 o’clock Wednesday morning, 
April 16, at her apartment in the Masonic Temple, after an ill- 
ness of some five weeks, the primary cause being angina pectoris. 

Had she lived until May 14, Mrs. Sears would have reached 
the ripe age of 84 years. 

‘She was born at Catskill, N. Y. She was married to Charles 
M. Sears at Lebanon Springs, N. Y., April 4, 1854, going at once 
to Philadelphia, where she remained until 1856, when they moved 
to Shellsburg, Iowa. In 1859 they moved to Kansas, settling near 
Lawrence, where they took up a homestead claim. In 1882 they 
came to Ohio, where Mr. Sears engaged in the canning business at 
Circleville, in partnership with his brother, the late C. E. Sears. 
In 1884 Mr. Sears came to Chillicothe to manage the factory, 
which has since been in the control of the family. 

To Mrs. Sears were born the following children: Mrs. Emma 
Sears Nichols, William H., Alonzo, Clarence H., Walter J., Lorin 
B., George F. and Alvin, all of whom are living with the exception 
of the last three. She is also survived by a son-in-law, F. M.

She was intensely patriotic and loyal to tne nation, and as 
the wife of a Union soldier rendered fine service during the Civil 
War and after. This same spirit prompted her to aid and encour- 
age every worthy effort of the community. 

She was a woman of marked intellectual vigor and attain- 
ment. She kept all her faculties in spite of her advancing years, 
and up to the last days of her illness was deeply interested in 
all the vital thought of the times. 


She was deeply religious, though broad in her church affilia- 
tions. She was, above all, a most capable and helpful wife and 
mother. Not a little of the success of the large business interests 
built up by her husband and children was due to her sound coun- 
sel and suggestion. As a mark of respect and honor in which 
she is held, the factories of the Sears & Nichols Canning Co. will 
be closed the day of the funeral. 


Her eventful years in the West were happily recorded in a 
paper which she prepared for the Century Club, read in January, 
1917, and which was a notable achievement for one of her years.

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PIMIENTO CANNING INDUSTRY OF LOGGRONO, SPAIN. ra 


(Vice Consul C. Inness Brown, Bilbao, Feb. 10, 1919.) 


The pimiento (sweet pepper) canning industry of Logrono 
is situated in the town of Calahorra, about 30 miles from the 
capital city. The industry dates from about the year 1820, 
when a start was made on a small scale. Owing to favorable 
circumstances, business steadily increased until now Calahorra 
factories not only supply a large part of the national demand, 
but have for a number of year exported a part of their pro- 
duction. 

The method of packing pimientos is no different from the 
usual canning process, and although considerable improvement 
has been made as regards the gathering of the product, the 
use of machinery and the methods of marketing, the actual can- 
ning process has remained unchanged and is so simple and well 
known that no effort will be made to describe it here. 


Cultivation of Pimientos—Labor Employed in Canning Process. 


Formerly there could be gathered in the Province of Lo- 
grono a sufficient amount of pimientos to supply the demand of 
the factories in Calahorra, but the industry has assumed such 
proportions that they are now gathered in the Provinces of 
Navarra, Arragon, and Lerida as well. Pimientos, or, to be 
more exact, pimientos morrones, are planted usually the end 
of May, and full crops may be expected in August and Sep- 
tember. Contracts are frequently made with the farmers in 
advance, and the fruit, when ready, is sent to Calahorra, where 
it is canned and prepared for shipment by the various factories. 

The labor in the canning plants is almost entirely female 
and consists largely of girls. Their employment is unsteady, 
as the work not only depends upon crop conditions but also

of the labor used in the entire process. There is no scarcity 
of help in Calahorra, and even in the busy season labor trou- 
bles are practically unknown. The chief causes of the fluctua- 
tion in the value of canned pimientos are consequently due to 
the price paid to the planters and to the cost of tin plate and 
solder. 


Limited Supply of Tin Plate and Solder. 


Practically every canning factory of Calahorra has its own 
can-making establishment. This part of the industry has ex- 
perienced great difficulties during the war. Even during the 
first months of the struggle, the lack of tin plate began to make 
itself felt, and this handicap was sometimes increased by an 
insufficient supply of solder. In pre-war times about 35 per 
cent of the tin plate was secured from the local markets and 
the rest from England and, sometimes, the United States. As 
England was unable to supply the usual quantity: during the 
war, buyers naturally looked to America. There transporta- 
tion facilities played an important part, and although consid- 
erable American tin plate was brought to this market, the 
cost of transportation, etc., made the price almost prohibitive. 
On the other hand, it was of excellent quality, and aside from 
the price and the difficulties incidental to its purchase, packers 
Whether America secures a 
part of the tin plate and solder business of this district in the 
future will depend largely upon the price of these commodi- 
ties and upon transportation facilities. It is estimated that for 
every 1,000 cases of pimientos, 120 boxes of tin plate are used, 
and the prospect of several hundred thousand cases being 
packed in the future means that the quantity of tin plate re- 
quired will probably be large.

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Machinery Used—Promising Future for the Industry. 


Almost all of the machinery employed in the packing of 
pimientos has been of French manufacture, the national market 
supplying but little now in use in the district. The absence of 
American makes is due partly to the fact that France is a 
convenient market for Spanish purchases of this sort and partly 
to the fact that the efficiency and durability of American equip- 
ment is not sufficiently known. The field is almost certain to 
increase from year to year, and it is believed that if American 
machinery were once properly installed in Calahorra packing 
plants future orders would be readily forthcoming. 


Transportation facilities, both national and foreign, played 
an important part in the curtailment of the production of 
pimientos during the past year. Not only was it difficult to 
secure cars to move the crop to the ports, but it was even more 
difficult to secure ship room after the consignments had 
reached the seaboard. This, coupled with the many regula- 
tions and restrictions of the different nations at war, had a 
very disturbing effect.upon packers in general, and upon Cala- 
horra packers in particular. The latter have always used the 
port of Bilbao for their foreign and coastwise shipments, but 
the sacrcity of tonnage added to government restrictions, etc., 
has made it almost impossible for them to export. These dif- 
ficulties are expected to cease within the near future, and it is 
anticipated that a large foreign trade will develop. 


Calahorra exported in former times considerable quantities 
of canned pimientos to the United States and to other foreign 
countries. Consequently, although the industry could hardly 
be termed in a flourishing condition at present, it has excellent 
prospects. The business is in the hands of good packers gen- 
erally, and an association called Associacion Conserva Espan- 
ola has been formed, with the idea of giving more publicity 
to its products, of finding new markets, and of consequently 
increasing the demand for pimientos.

Planting Time Now for Victory Gardens—New’ England With- 
out Telephone Service—Portland Growing to Be a 
Great Export City—Lobster Packing 
About Ready to Start—Large 
Sale of Fish Flakes. 

Reported by Telegraph. 

Portland, April 25, 1919. 

After a few unpleasant days the sun is again shining 
brightly, making one realize that it is coming near planting 
time, especially for ‘‘Victory Gardens.” 

No Telephone Service—Last week Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts and Rhode Island were without tele- 
phone services or so near out, that it might as well be called 
a “total eclipse’’—All telephone operatives and the wire forces 
of line men were on a Strike for just a week. Their claim was 
that “Lord Burleson” would not even listen to them. Well, 
at last they received attention, wages were advanced, retro- 


active to December 31st. There was but one opinion, that of 
disgust with postoffice management of our New England tele- 
phone service. The general sympathy of the public was with 
the strikers. New England cities hope to never again be tele- 
phoneless for seven days. Probably Boston suffered the worst. 
If the Postmaster General has many supporters it is certainly 
not from this section. 

Foreign Shipping—Portland is deservingly proud of her 
export business, since October 1 to April 15 111 ships, carry- 
ing near a million tons, have left our docks, 18,000,000 bushels 
of grain, a million and a quarter sacks of flour, 200,000 bar-

rels apples, 500,000 cases various canned foods helped to fill 
these ships. Statistics show that this is the best record made 
by any American port. When this city gets her proposed State 
and Federal Aid wharf, as an actual thing it seems that more 
business than ever will go through Portland. Today witnesses 
the grand final parade (and the disbandment) of New Eng- 
land’s famous fighting boys, the 26th Division, called the 
“Yankee Division.” Twenty-six thousand men are marching 
today in Boston, cheered by hundreds of thousands of friends, 
Next it is up to us to employ ‘our boys.’’ 

Sardines—There are no prices given out that are firm 
enough to represent all offerings, the situation is peculiar, it is 
claimed that sales are being made at a loss of a dollar per 
case or more. Packers are not starting to pack, in fact, none 
indicate any stated time that operations will start. The condi- 
tions are freely discussed in all Eastern newspapers. The fol- 
lowing Associated Press item shows that fishermen and packers 
are not “hand in glove’”’ with each other: 


Maine Fishermen Vote $20 Minimum for Sardines, 
Bangor, Me., April 15—The Maine Coast Fish- 
ermen’s Association voted today to adhere to the de- 
cision made last fall to fix the minimum price of sar- 
dine herrings at $20 per hogshead, which is agreed 
to also by the Canadian fishermen. Last year the 
price was $25 a hogshead, minimum, running up, 
however, to $80 at times, owing to scarcity of fish and 
a strong demand. 
It is said that the packers still have on hand un- 
sold a considerable part of jlast year’s product, 
packed at a cost exceeding the present market price. 


Lobsters—Packing is about ready to start, Maine superin- 
tendents are now “‘on the spot’”’ ready to start soon as ice, law 
and weather permit. No future prices are named yet, but'as in

While the canning of lobsters has passed from Maine to 
Canadian waters, we still are supposed to catch enough to fur- 
nish our market with fresh lobsters. Our own Casco (Port- 
land) Bay “gave up’? a monster last week that was shown 
alive in one of our restaurant windows. Old lobster fishermen 
estimated its age from 50 to 75 years. 


Griffin Catches Lobster That Scales 21 Pounds 


An object of much curiosity to passersby in Mon- 
ument Square this noon, was a 21-pound lobster in 
the window of the Oriental restaurant. The huge 
specimen is one of the largest ever seen here, and was 
caught by George Griffin, of this city, in Casco Bay 
yesterday. The lobster was purchased by the Oriental 
restaurant and will be mounted later. It was alive 
this noon, although far from active. One of the 
claws of the monster was larger than an ordinary 
sized lobster. 


Fish Flakes Packing—By the reports of arrivals of steam 
trawlers, frequently at Burnham and Morrills wharf, it can but 
indicate a big business being continued. A Maine man just 
home from a winter spent south says, “I was suprised to see 
the large sale and use of B. & M.’s fish flakes. We found it 
a delicious dish and shall keep a stock on hand always.” 


Future Maine Corn—The market has been open for near 
two weeks. Many packers express satisfaction with size of 
sales. Other firms appear as well satisfied with no sales what- 
ever, not having yet ‘‘gone to market’ or made any future 
prices. The price of $1.60 per doz. for No. 2 Fancy corn f. o. b. 
. factory was received with surprise by some. A letter today 
from a well-known factor says, ‘‘I was surprised, knowing the 
cost to pack, I had looked for a $1.80 price.” Some buyers, 
loaded up with 1918 $2.00 corn, are not falling over each other 
to buy. Cost to pack cannot be much less, if any, than last 
season. It is now conceded that all packers will pay the same, 
viz. 5c per pound for corn; cans are less than 1c per dozen

lower; sugar high; cases higher (as all have used up their 1917 
cases), with continued advancing of wages by the railroads, 
telephone and telegraph companies, as well as by practically 
all manufacturers. No one can expect to lesson their labor 
cost. Under these facts a $1.60 price can but look low as 
compared to 1918, 

Future Cut Stringless Beans—The price of $1.50 for 2-Ib, 
cans, f. o. b. factory, should prevail. The cost to pack (same 
case as corn) will be no less than last season, when sales were 
at $1.60 to $1.75. There is a rumor that one packer has made 
a price of $1.40, which, if true, seems unnecessary. 

General Business—-Is of about old time pre-war volume. 
Canned foods appear to drag, as apparently our retailers have 
not come to realize that the war is over, and are loth to cut 
prices to clean up and start over, which must be done, and, the 
sooner the better. 

Clams—Packing is going on in a small way. Probably for 
the same reason as applies to all canned foods, buying is not 
rapid, but as Maine clams have a reputation excelled by none, 
critical buyers will eventually ‘“‘come across” with orders. 
Price remains as last reported, $1.20 f. 0. b. for 5-oz. cans.

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MEETING NATIONAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
Hotel La Salle, Chicago, April 23, 1919. 


The combined Board of Directors and Executive Committee 
of the National Canners’ Association, and which was made one 
body under the latter name this year in January, met, according 
to appointment, in the East Room of the Hotel La Salle on 
Wednesday, April 23, with President Gerber in the chair and Vice- 
President Sears and Secretary Gorrell on hand. And a complete 
roster of the Board responded. 


President Gerber made a brief report of the Association’s 
activities since the last meeting, mentioning, among other things, 
the protest entered by the Association to the proposed increase 
in minimum carload weights, which the Railroad Administration 
proposed. The result of this protest, along with that of other 
organizations, was that the proposed advance was indefinitely 
postponed. He likewise reported that the surplus canned foods 
held by the Army were permanently dispensed with through its 
decision to use them as rations, and gave it as his opinion that 
the Navy would very probably follow the same course. 


The Committee having the Black Corn matter in hand was 
making favorable progress, and were hard at work on the mat- 
ter at that time. 2 

The matter of Crop Insurance as an element of cost had 
been strongly presented to Internal Revenue Commissioner Roper, 
with the result that a special hearing is to be given the Ccem- 
mittee on May 12. The brief on this subject very clearly set forth 
the necessity of this item, and emphasized the justice of the claim. 


Secretary Gorrell read the report of the Finance Committee. 
and said that the budget for the year’s expenses had been drawn 
up along economical lines as befitted present conditions. Secretary 

' Gorrell read this report in the absence of Mr. Henry Burden, the 
Chairman, and the report was adopted and ordered filed. 


Chairman Roach, of the Committee on the proposed change 
in the By-Laws as regards representation, reported that after 
a very full consideration of the matter it had determined to 
leave the By-Laws as they now stand, unchanged. He suggested, 
however, that the President should be given power to call any 
Committee desired for consultation on any matter requiring par- 
ticular attention. 

Dr. George G. Bailey reported on the question of Use and Oc- 
cupancy Insurance, but asked Mr. L. B. Warner, of the Canners’ 
Insurance Exchange, to explain the plan. Mr. Warner said that 
the canners could secure such insurance if they were willing to 
pay the cost and accept the conditions; but that these practically 
put such insurance out of reach. Mr. Bailey moved that the 
question of said insurance be dropped. 

A communication from the Government was read, stating 
that a Committee intended revising the box specifications, out- 
lining some proposed changes, and upon motion of Mr. Joseph 
Shriver, after considerable discussion, it was decided to appoint 
a Box Committee to confer with the Government Committee. 
One member reported having seen a circular letter from a promi 
nent broker, stating the Railroad Commission intended to demand 
seven (7) nails to the nailing edge. It was shown that the 
Forestry Division in its examination of boxes at Madison, Wis., 
had proven that six (6) nails were entirely satisfactory, and that 
this proposal was unnecessary and impractical and would require 
entirely new equipments, as all machines were of the six (6) 
nailing capacity. 

Reporting on the matter of the formation of a Factor’s Se«- 
tion, i. e., of the commission men who finance and operate a 
large number of smaller canneries, Mr. G. N. Numsen reported 
favorably, but a long debate resulted, and the question was finally 
laid on the table. Many contended that this would set a bad 


precedent, as Sections of the Association were intended to repre- 

sent various products, and not groups or elements, in the business. 
A more than ordinarily sumptuous luncheon was then served, 

and at its conclusion the Committee resumed its deliberations. 


THE CANNING TRADE. 


The first business of the afternoon was a report from Dr, 
Rosenaur, of the Harvard Research Committee, on the matter 
of ptomaine or food poisoning, and his report sent the assembly 
into high glee. He not only scouted the idea of ptomaines as pos- 
sible in canned fruits or vegetables—a long series of tests and 
painstaking researches showing that it was impossible to develop 
ptomaines from such products—but he gave canned foods a very 
high testimonial for their healthfulness and purity, emphasizing 
the need of such foods to the general health of a people. 

Recurring to the morning discussion, Mr. Nardin introduced 
the following resolution, which was unanimously passed: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of the Executive Committee 
that under the Constitution and By-Laws of the Association the 
organization of Sections may be permitted only on the basis of 
divisions of the canning industry as such, and not on the basis 
of other lines of business.” 

Mr. Crites spoke upon the need of the industry, giving more 
attention to the development of its seed supply as particularly 
applicable to the canning industry, pointing out that neither seeds- 
men nor Agricultural Experiment Stations give any particular 
uttention to this important proposition, and certainly showed no 
consideration for the benefits of the canners. And he urged the 
appointment of an Agricultural Agent, whose business it would 
be to help develop improved strains of corn, peas, tomatoes, ete. 
and that he could include fertilizers also. And it was moved 
and carried that such an agent be appointed. 

The matter of the N. C. A. Inspection Plan and Publicity was 
then taken up, and several hours devoted to it. It developed that 
Illinois and Utah have adopted the plan and are about ready 
to proceed. Indiana has advanced to a nearly completed state, 
as has also Ohio and Michigan. New York State has not made 
the progress expected. Harford County, Md., reported a meeting 
at Belair, where 85 canners, brokers and machinery men met with 
Assistant Secretary Shook, and over 40 of the vanners present 
signed up. It developed that many canners were hesitating be- 
cause they do not understand the matter. Every man present 
was heartily in favor of it and said his State would undaoubtedly 
fall in line when they understood. Most, if not all, wanted the 
advertising feature begun at once, and some were reported hold- 

ing back because the Certificate of Inspection was not to be 
placed on the label. These were shown that we must learn to 
walk before trying to run, and that during this preparatory cr 
educational time safety lay in placing the certificate only upon 


the case, as a guarantee to the jobber—and later the question of 
the label would follow. 


The following resolution was finally unanimously passed: 

“Resolved, That the Executive Committee of the National 
Canners’ Association approves the place of inspection of canneries 
for the purpose of establishing minimum standards as to sani- 
tation and quality. 

“Resolved, That the Executive Committee hereby «aeclares in 
favor of a campaign of publicity as a part of said Plan of In 


spection, said campaign of publicity to be considered later as to 
details. 


“That the Secretary be authorized to employ field men, of 
such number as may appear necessary, to visit the canners iD 
the several States which are now considering the plan, and solicit 
their signatures to contracts providing for such inspection; that 
the expense of employment of said field men be assumed by the 
N. C. A., later said expense incurred in any State to be charged 
to such States as shall adopt said plan.” 

Different States requested that the field men be sent to them, 


and it is expected they will soon be on the job to take your sub- 
scriptions. 


Later it was moved that the Executive Officers—the Presi . 
dent, Vice-President and Secretary—together with Mr. Amos Cobb, 
Chairman of the Inspection Committee, and the members of the 
Finance Committee be appointed as a Publicity Committee, with 


power to act. They are to handle the publicity feature of the 
above resolution in all its details. 


With this the meeting adjourned.

‘A FOREIGN MARKET AT HOME. 


While American manufacturers are straining every nerve to 
build up a foreign trade for their goods, there is a foreign market 
at our doors which has hardly been touched. No doubt, just be- 
cause it is so near at hand, it has ben ignored, and its possibilities 
overlooked. 

If it is profitable to spend hundreds of thousands of dollars

As Brokers View the Market | 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., April 26, 1919. | 


Anticipations were partially realized this week concerning the 
buying of futures tomatoes. The stage is set for the game, the 
players are assembling, and the prologue is in rehearsal. The 
tomato growers show a disposition to accept the situation more 
or less willingly, and in some sections of the Tri-State’s territory 
the canners have made contracts for the coming crop at $15.00 to 
$18.00 per ton, according to the location of the canneries. These 
are not the general figures, however, because growers in other 
e parts of the field are still debating the question of contracting at 
this time, or staying out and selling their crop in the open market 
when the canning season is on If the latter plan is adopted the 
acreage will be cut more than it would be if the contract plan is 
followed. The problem of farm labor and canning-house help will 
not be so serious a question this season as it was last year, but 
labor of all kinds has become thoroughly imbued with the idea 
that high wages must prevail while the high cost of living con- 
tinues on the present scale, and the canners will be obliged to face 
the problem and work it out when the time comes with the least 
possible friction. All in all, it is difficult to figure out where the 
ecanners are going to find a profit over factory costs at today’s quo- 
tations on futures tomatoes, and it looks like purchases now 
are not unsafe for the jobbers. The buying this week exceeded 
the business done last week, but at that the market was not active. 

The market for spot tomatoes during the week stiffened up 
a bit on a small volume of sales, especially the No. 2 size, which 
encourages holders. The goods which the Government had de- 
clined to accept, for one reason or other, have been pretty well 
disposed of, and they are not now a menace to the market, for 
the better class of tomatoes which discriminating buyers prefer 


to handle at a little higher cost on the theory, doubtless, that 
goods well bought are half sold. The finances of the country can. 
ners are now in better shape, apparently, and in consequence eager 
sellers are fewer. A further increase in the buying is confidently 
expected, and it is reasonably safe to buy tomatoes for prompt 
shipment. 


Increased interest is shown in spinach for the reason that the 
spring crop will be ready for canning in ten days or so, unless 
unfavorable weather conditions develop meantime. It is thought 
that the cost of canning it will be higher than today’s market 
prices for the spot goods. The market for it was fairly active 
this week in small lots. 


Corn canners feel encouraged by the developments recently, 
and if half of the inquiries result in actual orders, the outcome 
will be quite satisfactory. The business done this week, however, 
was less than last week. Sweet potatoes continue firm with addi- 
tional orders, chiefly from the West. String beans, siringless 
beans, baked beans and kraut are dull and unchanged, with an 
easier feeling. The other vegetables are sleeping, except peas, 
which are selling in small quantities. 


There is a general inquiry for canned fruits of all kinds, and 
no stocks left in Baltimore to supply the demand. Apples, pears, 
peaches, cherries, of all grades, are wanted, and we have to pick 
them: up wherever to be found in the hands of jobbers. There is 
very likely to be liberal buying of the new pack of fruits as each 
crop comes in, beginning with strawberries late in May. 

The spring season for canning Cove oysters is over, practically, 
with stocks lighter than usual here, and the market should 
advance. The week closed stronger for them. The pack of herring 
roe is short, perhaps as mueh as 50 per cent, and there will be 
a cleanup sooner than usual. Buy promptly, if wanted, at $1.25 
for No. 1 cans and $1.75 for No. 2 cans, factory.
